support member attache d to the second frame element the second support member extending 
subslantiallv perpendicularly from the second fkame element, the second support member ha^ng a 
recess portion for supporting a second portion of QaH ths wfne bottle^ 

the first and second support members suooortinQ the wine bottle In a subslantiallv parallel 
reiatiQntothe w^ [. 

2. (original) The wine rack of claim 1 . 

wfiereln the first support element further comprises a second recess portion for supporting a 
first portion of a second wine botde; and 

wherein the second support element further comprises a second recess portion for supporting 
a second portion of a second wine bottle. 

3. (original) The wine rack of daim 1, 

wherein the first support element further comprises a third recess portion for supporting a first 
portion of a third wine bottle; and 

wherein the second support element further comprises a third rscess portion for supporting a 
second portion of a third wine bottle. 
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4. (original) The wine racl< of claim 3. wherein the firstp second and third frame elements 
are steel rods. 

5. (original) The wine rack of dalm 4, wherein the first and second frame elements are 
positioned in a parallel relation to each other. 

6- (Cumently antended) A wine rack for mounting on a wall surface, comprising: 
a first pair of support members for supportir^ at least a first and a second wine botOe In a first 
horizontal row and in a substantially parallel relation to the wall, each support memtaer of said first oair 
of support members te vino a first recess for supoortlno a portion of the first wine bottle and a second 
recess for supportino a portion of the s econd wine bottle, wherein the second bottle is positionable 
proximate the wail, and wherein the label of the first wine bottle is visible to a person standing in front 
of the wine rack; and 

a second pair of support members for supporting at least a third and a fourth wine bottle in a 
second horizontal row and in a substantially parallel relation to the wall, each support member of said 
second oair of support members ha ving a first recess for supporting a portion of the third wine bottle 
and a second recess lor supporting a portion of the ffaurth wine bottie, wherein the fourth bottle is 
positionable proximate the wall, and wherein the label of ttie third wine boUe is visible to ttie person 
standing in front of the wine rack. 

7. (Cunently amended) TTie wine rack of claim 6. wherein the first pair of support 
members ^ends perpendrcularty relative to the wall suriSsoe , each of caid first pa i r of support 
momboro hav i ng q first r s coce for cupporflng g portion of th e first wino bottl e and a cocond roGoco for 
support i ng q portfan of tho oooond wino bottle . 

8- (Cunently amended) The wino rack of claim 6. wherein the second pair of support 
members extends perpendicularty relative to the wall surfac e, e ach of said c e oond support mombcfs 
hav i ng a firot rooocc for supporting a portion of th e third win e bottio and a s e oond roooso for 
6 upporttr)g a portion of tho fourth wino bottio >
